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This ambiguous Pinellia is believed to have been brought from Chichi- 
: sima, Bonin Islands several years ago, but it is rather hard to think that 
it is the inhabitant of that island although its original locality is ascer- 
'tainable. It propagates well by gemma which is hardy in Tokyo. Pinellia is 
:a small genus and only a few plants are enumerated in Engler’s Pflanz- 
-enreich and not much have been added up to this date. If I intend to 
identify forcibly it resembles P. cordata N. E. Brown but I hesitate to 
.give a decision, as I am not in a position to inspect the type specimen in 
Kew and I am expecting suggestions of eminent students. 

The leaf at first variegated and reddish brown beneath as well as petiole 
-and scape. Spathe whitish green and exposes a scent. Fruit does not 
< develop. 
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
